From what the happy 
M egs h ad read both concluded it 
would be well to give the child a 
lim ited time to nurse a t each feed­ 
ing, 
to

physician. 
The Megs 
had 
spent 
considerable thought on the selec­ 
tion of a doctor to guide them in 
the physical care of the child to 
be born. 
Also they had carefully 
chosen a doctor who was to deliver 
the cfaild at the hospital.

^Irs. Megs had been going each 
month for a careful physical check 
and for guidance of her own diet 
and health habits.

At last the baby came and they 
called her Millie—Millie Megs. After 
a few months the parents learned 
that they were able to carry out 
most of the things that they had 
planned, and found considerable sat­ 
isfaction in discovering the accuracy 


of their foresight. Long before Mil­ 
lie was nine months old she had 
learned to drink water and orange 
juice from a cup, and enjoyed tak­ 
ing cod liver oil from a spoon. She 
actually smacked her lips with sat­ 
isfaction. 
T he oil had always been 
kept in a cool place, purchased in 
sm all quantities, and th e bottle top 
each tim e was carefully wiped, so it 
would not become rancid. 
Millie 
also gradually learned to drink milk 
and vegetable juice from a cup and 
soon learned to relish such vegetable 
m ash as th a t of carrots, beets or 
pinach; also cereal gruel, as advised 
by th e doctor. 
W hen Millie s mother fed her the 
first vegetable, she gave the child 
an am ount no bigger than a pea. 
No o th er food was in sight at the 
tim e. 
It was several days before 
Millie was given as much at a meal 
as a teaspoonful. 
Mrs. Megs soon 
added new vegetables, as many as 
the doctor permitted, and she- varied 
constantly among them, from meal 
to m eal. 
No toys were near while 
Millie ate, nor any other person. 
Mrs. Megs was careful not to give 
Millie at any meal, quite so much 
as she wanted of any food. 
At the slightest sign of the child’s 
having had enough, the food was 
immediately removed. 
There was 
never more than one kind of food 
before the child at a time. 
The child was fed in these early 
months by Mrs. Megs’ hand. 
Her 
tongue was not at all employed. She 
said nothing during the feeding, but 
performed the process as if she were 
a mere machine. She wanted Millie 
to learn to attend only to eating 
then.

When Millie Megs was about II 
months old, a vegetable mash on a 
platter with a spoon beside it, was 
placed 
before 
her. 
The 
mother 
walked away. 
Millie handled the 
spoon, dropped it, and began to put 
the food into her mouth with her 
h ands; some food, cf course, got into 
Millie’s ears and hair and over her 
face, and a little fell to the floor. 
After a few' days Millie learned to 
use the spoon, and the whole ac­ 
tivity proved to her very fascinating. 
Six months later Millie was able to 
get semi-liquid foods to her mouth 
with the s.oon. One day when Mil­ 
lie decided that she did not want 
her carrots Mrs. Megs silently re­ 
moved them, put the baby down. 
Millie cried and begged for some­ 
thing else to eat, but her mother 
acted deaf and blind. 
At the next 
meal there was no such trouble. 
Millie now is three. 
She eats ev­ 
erything set before her and she wits 
with the family at the table.

One of the activities of the Sal­ 
vation army, which is apparently 
much misunderstood in this com­ 
munity, is that of the Social Service 
department, which operates separ­ 
ately from the regular corps, such 
as is maintained here. 
This department is entirely de­ 
pendent on its own resources and 
must finance its own work. In the 
past year in this country, it gave 
employment to 800,000 men, many 
of whom were too old to get work of 
any other kind, or had met with 
some misfortune, or were disap­ 
pointed in life. 
These men received from $2.50 to 
$10 a week beside their board for 
various kinds of work. The lower 
wage was paid to men. who went 
out collecting on trucks or bailed 
waste paper or work of that kind. 
When you compare the 4900 corps 
centers such as we have here with 1 
450 such social work centers, it is | 
readily understood w’hy each socialj 
work center has a much larger dis­ 
trict to cover. 
It so happens that the local dis­ 
trict is touched with the work of 
the Youngstown social center, which 
has the whole of Lawrence county 
and four other counties, in which 
there are twelve large cities. 
The materials gathered are put 
in shape to sell in order to main­ 
tain this work. It never has been 
represented that the materials gath­ 
ered in this way were given away 
but it is a fact that such stuff as is 
needed is always available to any 
local corps as it needs it. 
Quite a little has been given out 
from that source in the past year 
by the local corps, there being more 
than twenty cases in which any­ 
thing from a bed to four rooms of 
furniture were supplied to people 
here, who had been sold out for 
rent or had a need on account of 
various emergencies. 
At the present time and during 
the emergency of the Mayor’s Relief 
committee Ensign V. Thomsen, of­ 
ficer in charge of the corps here, 
has arranged to have the Youngs­ 
town service truck discontinued and 
arranged 
with 
owners 
of 
local 
trucks, who are out of work, to 
gather materials here, all of which 
will be turned over to the Mayor s 
Relief committee.

RESUME SESSIONS 


Conferences Being Held To­ 
day On Issues By 
Governor With 
Leaders

HARRISBURG, Nov. 23. — 
Pennsylvania legislators return­ 
ed to their labors in the extra­ 
ordinary session today fully ex­ 
pectant that developments in the

drastic revision of Gov. Gifford 
Pincbot’s 15-phase plan for un­ 
employment relief. 
Even before the general assembly 
is called to order at nine o’clock to­ 
night, fate of the governor’s program 
is expected to be foreshadowed at 
conferences the executive will hold 
with the full membership of the 
house Ways and Means Committee 
and with chairmen of all committees 
of the lower branch. The conferences 
admittedly have for their purpose 
the “selling” of the governor’s plans 
to the house. 
Pinchot May Compromise 
Strong reports continued to be 
heard that Governor Pinchot is pre­ 
pared to compromise on his gasoline, 
billboard, cigarette 
tax measures 
rather than have the entire program 
wrecked. There was no confirmation 
whatever of the reports. The gover­ 
nor's last word on the subject was 
that he had not receded from his 
original program. 
Today’s conferences, called by the 
governor without consulting depart­ 
ment heads, are expected to provide 
an answer to Pinchot critics who 
have contended the state treasury 
is bursting with unused funds and 
huge balances which would be util­ 
ized for unemployment relief thus 
obviating the necessity for the taxa­ 
tion program. 
Critics Misled 
Administration backers claim that 
such critics were misled by the fact 
that the state treasury begain the 
month with a balance of $63,000,000 
in all funds, of which $40,000,000 was 
in the general fund. 
The Pinchot adherents point out 
that the budget for the biennium as 
submitted to the legislature was pre-

Head Dies Sunday 
At New Haven, Conn. 


John W. Garland, W ho Headed 
West Pittsburg Concern For 
Many Years, Passes 
Away 


John Whyte Garland, for many 
years head of the Garland Corpor­ 
ation, which has been in the manu­ 
facturing business for years at West 
Pittsburg, and a leading citizen and 
business man of Pittsburgh, until 
his removal some years ago to New 
Haven, Conn., died Saturday eve­ 
ning at New Haven, after an illness 
of some time.
